Gone are the days when 


lumbermen set up a com- 
munity, cut all the area's 
timber, and then departed 
leaving behind them a ghost 
town. 


Contributing to the South's 


dominant position in pulpwood 
production was the late Dr. 
Herty's 
discovery 
in 
a 


Savannah (Ga.) chemical 
laboratory during the 1030s that 
newsprint, the coarse white 
paper used by newspapers, 
could be manufactured from 
Southern pine trees not more 
than 12 years old. Formerly it 
was thought pine contained too 
much resin, and pine was used 
for kraft paper where resin- 
stain didn't matter, 


Before Dr. Herty's time all 


U.S.-used newsprint came from 
the spruce forests of Canada 
and the Northern States. But 
spruce takes years to reach 
marketable size. Southern pine 
grows much more rapidly— 
therefore Dr. Herty's discovery 
set up a whole new newsprint 
industry in »he South. 


The 
first 
pine-using 


newsprint »<»«" was established 
at Lufkin, Texas, by the 
Southland Paper Mills, Inc., 
and began production in 1040. 
The Star holds a 1940 charter 
contract with that mill. Now 
there are pine newsprint mills 
all over the South. 


I recall that after Dr. Herty 


made his first successful batch 
of pulpwood it was turned into 
newsprint 
and 
used 
in 


demonstration runs by a group 
of Georgia newspapers. I 
collected copies of each edition 
and put them on The Star 
Building's bulletin board. 


Lumbermen from all over 


this area came to see that 
display. 


They were looking at what 


promised to be an economic 
miracle for the South.

CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - 


President Nixon announced to- 
day Elliot Richardson will be 
nominated as the new secretary 
of Defense and Caspar Wein- 
berger, now director of the Of- 
fice of Management and Budg- 
et, will be named to succeed 
Richardson as secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 


At the same time, Nixc « said 


Roy Ash, president of Litton In- 
dustries, will be nominated to 
aucceed Weinberger as the Cab- 
inet-level director of OMB. 


MELVIN LAIRD 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird has submitted his res- 
ignation and plans to return to 
private life after four years as 
chief of the Pentagon. 


The announcement of the 


first changes in Nixon's second- 
term Cabinet was read to news- 
men by press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler in a helicopter hang- 
ar here at the presidential 
mountain retreat. 


Richardson, 52, has served as 


HEW secretary since June of 
1970. Before that he was Nix- 
on's undersecretary of State. 


Weinberger, 56, became OMB 


director in May but earlier had 
been deputy director of the 
agency since- its creation in 
mid-1970. 


Ash, 
54, was chairman of 


Nixon's Advisory Council on 
Government 
Reorganization 


created in 1969. The recommen- 
dations of that panel called, 
o.T.c.i.6 uiher things, for the 
creation of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget which he 
now will head. 


Ziegler indicated that Rich- 


ardson, Weinberger and Ash 
would have little to say to 
newsmen because their nomi- 
nations are subject to con- 
firmation by the Senate. 


Nixon, who wants to draw 


Cabinet members closer to the 
White House, disclosed Monday 
that Weinberger will be leaving 
the management-budget post 


and will get another top posi- 
tion. 


The new secretary of Defense 


would be Nixon's first Cabinet 
change for his second term. He 
said he hopes to announce all 
major personnel changes by 
Dec. 15. 


Whoever is appointed as new 


secretary of defense and to oth- 
er Cabinet jobs in the next four 
years, Nixon told newsmen 
Monday, they will be in "closer 
contact with the White House 
and, of course, with the Presi- 
dent himself." 


Nixon, who has devoted sev- 


eral days since his landslide re- 
election Nov. 7 to adminis- 
tration personnel changes, told 
newsmen that Laird would re- 
turn to private life rather than 
take a government post in the 
second Nixon term. 


The President Monday also 


accepted with "special regret" 
the resignation of George Rom- 
ney, secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development. He said 
Komney, New York Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller and former 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally would not figure in 
new administration 
appoint- 


ments. 


Laird and Romney had 


previously announced their 
intentions of leaving their 
Cabinet posts at the end of 
Nixon's first term. 


But much of the President's 


21-minute talk to the down 
newsmen at his Catoctin Moun- 
tain retreat here Monday 
seemed aimed at discouraging 
speculation that he would rely 
less on his Cabinet in his sec- 
ond term than during his first 
four years.

The former archbishop of 


Newspaper says 
Bormann paid 
off Juan Peron 


LONDON (AP) — The Daily 


Express reported today that 
Martin Bormann found refuge 
in Argentina in 1948 by paying 
|200 million to then-dictator 
Juan D. Peron. But a spokes- 
man for Peron said earlier that 
Argentina's former ruler knew 
nothing about Hitler's wartime 
deputy. 


The Express published the 


second of a five-part series of 
articles by spy expert Ladislas 
Farago, who in the first article 
claimed Bormann is still alive 
at the age of 72 and has been 
living since early October on a 
ranch in northern Argentina 
owned by the Krupp family of 
West Germany. 


Bormann was seen in Berlin 


in the final days of the war, 
and afterward there were un- 
confirmed reports that he died 
in the fighting, died a prisoner 
in Russia and escaped to South 
America. 


Periodically he is reported 


seen in one South American 
country or another, but so far 
there has been no proof that he 
is still alive. 


Farago in today's article in 


the Express reported: 


Bormann, realising World 


War II would eventually be 
lost, secretly arranged for Ger- 
man ships and a submarine to 
deliver a huge treasure to Ar- 
gentina in the final stages of 
the war in Europe. 


The treasure — currency, 


jewels, platinum, art works and 
gold that was mostly taken 
from the teeth of Nazi concen- 
tration camp victims — was de- 
posited in four Argentine banks 
under the name of Eva Duarte 
Ibarguren, Per on's mistress 
who became his wife in 1945. 


Mrs. Peron made a trip to 


Europe in 1947, met Bormann 
in Rome and helped arrange 
his flight to Argentina. He ar- 
rived in Argentina by ship o-i 
May 17, 1948, wit4 a pasiiport 


issued to Eliexer Goldstein by 
the Vatican office for stateless 
persons. 


By the end of 1948, Peron sur- 


rendered a fourth of the treas- 
ure to Bormann, retaining 
nearly $200 million for himself 
and his wife. 


The Argentine federal police 


said Monday they are checking 
out Farago's reports, but they 
expressed doubt that they were 
true. The West German justice 
ministry also expressed "ex- 
treme reservations" about the 
stories. But a spokesman said 
the ministry would investigate 
the possibilities of extraditing 
Bormann if he was found.

Laird said today that fewer 
than 10,000 men will be drafted 
in the next six months before 
Selective Service is phased out 
June 30 and the military shifts 
to an all-volunteer force.

draft calls in January and that 
inductions will be spread out 
between February and June 30. 


At an unscheduled news con- 


ferencz, the secretary said he 
was confident of a smooth tran- 
sition to an all-volunteer Army 
but he said he still expected 
some difficulties in recruiting 
enough men for the National 
Guard and Reserves once the 
pressure of the draft is ended. 


The secretary said the armed 


forces had hoped to begin offer- 
ing enlistment bonuses for the 
Guard and Reserves by Feb. 1 
but Congress' failure to ap- 
prove this program will not 
make this possible.

Schoenke, 31, a nine-year 


NFL veteran and Southern 
Methodist University grad- 
uate, knew when he decided 
to support McGovern a year- 
and-a-half ago that "it was 
taking a chance, under the 
circumstances." 


He did not mean simply 


football. Schoenke also has 
an investment and insurance 
company, Ray Schoenke and 
Associates, in the Washing- 
ton area.

"1 think the same can be

Being 
anemic for a long time I ate 
liver until it made me sick 
and I changed to lean beef, 
besides peas, green beans 
and so forth. Now—no more 
liver shots as before and on 
the last tost I had a perfect 
report. Now, they tell me 1 
have hardening of the arte- 
ries

not eat 


grease. I am almost 86 
years of age and my present 
problem is what may I eat? 


I never eat fat meat or 


very little meat except beef. 
How about butter, Cheddar 
cheese — medium aged, 
margarine, corn oil, 2 per 
cent 
milk 
and 
sherbet 


Your advice will be greatly 
appreciated. 


Dear Reader — Almost 


everyone who is 96 years of 
age has some hardening of 
the arteries (atherosclero- 
sis). There is no reason you 
can't eat lean meat. In fact, 
lean round steak is relative- 
ly low in fat content, if you 
trim away all of the fat be- 
fore you cook it and broil it 
in a lightly oiled pan or one 
that has been treated with a 
no-stick preparation, so you 
don't have to use fat for 


deep frying. Only about one- 
third of the calorics to lean 
round steak are from fat, 
and if you want to look at it 
in terms of weight meas- 
urement, only five per cent 
of the weight of lean round 
steak after the visible fat 
has been removed is fat. 
This is within the limits com- 
monly "set for the amount 
of fat people can eat to re- 
lationship to the problem of 
hardening of the arteries. 


The only difficulties with 


meat such as beef is that it 
is relatively low in polyun- 
saturated fat and a little 
higher in the saturated fats 
than many heart specialists 
would like; therefore, one 
shouldn't eat excessive 
amounts, liut there isn't any 
reason that you can't use 
lean meats such as lean 
round steak, bottom round, 
or rump roasts in which the 
fat has been removed before 
preparing it. 


You can also use fryer 


chicken and fish. By alter- 
nating between these three 
types of meats—beef, fish 
and chicken—you should be 
doing rather well. Beef is a 
much better choice than but- 
ter or any of the processed 
cheeses such as cheddar 
cheese. 


The softer margarines are 


fine in terms of decreasing 


the amount of saturated fat 
in your diet, but they are 
still all 100 per coat fat, so 
you don't want to use too 
much of thorn. Two per cent 
milk is an improvement over 
whole milk to terms of limit- 
ing fat to the diet, but one 
par cent milk is better and 
the fortified milk prepara- 
tions 
available 
to 
most 


places arc excellent. Sher- 
bet would bo fine if you 
can afford the calories, and 
I presume you can. I think 
you should not become over- 
zealous and eliminate meat 
entirely from your diet and 
think you should try to get 
beef, chicken 
or fish at 


lea»t once or twice a day as 
long as you use the lean 
meat, fish and chicken prod- 
ucts. From your letter I 
would say you are doing 
very well at M years of age 
and the real problem is to 
be sure you have a balanced 
diet to provide enough pro- 
tein, vitamins and minerals. 
Be sure and have a check- 
up regularly to make certain 
that your anemia doesn't 
return and sneak up on you.

Federal guidelines explained 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers and members of 
his cabinet met Monday with 
officials of the Federal Region- 
al Council, who explained how 
guidelines handed down by fed- 
eral agencies apply to federally 
funded programs operating in 
Arkansas. 


The meeting was to "clear up 


potential misunderstandings on 
federal guidelines of various 
programs which receive federal 
funds," 
said 
Howard 
D. 


McMahan of Dallas, Tex., re- 
gional director for the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare and chairman of the 
council. 


Revenue sharing, health plan- 


ning and federal requirements 
for projects receiving federal 
funds were among the topics 
discussed at the meeting. 


Thomas McRae, Bumpers' 


staff coordinator, said after the 
meeting that one of the pri- 
mary topics of discussion was 


whether an agency 
federal funds must maintain • 
separate cash fund account. 


Bumpers has called for aboli- 


tion of moat separate cash And 
accounts maintained by Hate 
agencies. He has said he prob- 
ably will ask the legislature to 
enact legislation that would re- 
quire all such funds to be 
placed in the state treasury in 
separate accounts. 


Federal officials told Bump- 


ers Monday his plan of placing 
the funds in the treasury was 
preferable to the separate cash 
accounts. 


McRae told newsmen that on 


a given day some of the cash 
accounts may have in them as 
much as $1 million. 


The officials also told Bump- 


ers that the revenue-aharinf 
bill recently enacted by Con- 
grew would result in the loss of 
some federal revenues to vari- 
ous programs. 


McRae said state officials 


particularly were concerned 
about loss of funds for the 
state's Juvenile services pro- 
grams. 


"Funds are very likely to be 


lost in this area," McRae said. 
"It is going to be very difficult 
to redistribute state revenues to 
carry on a number of our Juve- 
nile services programs which 
are now receiving federal 
funds." 


On other topics, the officials 


said an effort should be made 
to eliminate overlapping of re- 
sponsibilities in the field of 
health planning in the state and 
that the state Employment Se- 
curity Division, which operates 
with federal funds, did not have 
to be housed In its own sepa- 
rate building. 


There has been talk of locat- 


ing the state BSD office in a 
new state office building that 
also would house other state 
agencies. 


Mice to be sacrificed 
for science on Apollo

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) - Six mice about the size 
of a man's thumb will go to the 
moon with Apollo 17, but it 
won't be a happy trip for the 
small rodents. They'll travel 
steerage class all the way, with 
no view, no service and no fu- 
ture when they return. 


The animals, which roamed a 


California desert only a short 
while ago, are called pocket 
mice. 


They will travel to the moon 


and back in individual plastic 
cylinders sealed in an airtight 
aluminum box and stored in a 
closed compartment 
aboard 


Apollo 17. Their trip will be 
made in total darkness and sci- 
entists expect they'll spend 
most of the time sleeping. 


Although they'll never get a 


view of where they've been, 
scientists hope the mice will 
contribute to man's future ex- 
ploration of space. 


Dr. David Winter, director of 


Life Sciences at the Ames Re- 
search Center, said that during 
the trip the mice, along with 
the three astronauts aboard, 
will be bombarded by cosmic 
radiation from deep space. 


High energy particles will 


penetrate the spacecraft, the 
mice and the men once Apollo 
17 soars above the Van Allen 
Belt that protects earth from 
such radiation. 


When the mice return, they 


will be sacrificed and scientists 
will spend months studying 
their pea-cited brains in a 
search for damage caused by 
the radiation. 


"This will give us a chance to 


see the effects of cosmic radi- 
ation on a biological species," 
says Winter. "Right now, we 
have no data points at all." 


Knowledge of how cosmic 


radiation can affect brain tis- 
sue will be vital when man one 
day begins to explore distant 
planets, which will require 
months of space travel to 
reach. 


Astronauts traveling between 


the earth and moon have re- 
ported seeing bursts of light 
and flashes during periods 
when their space cabin was 
dark. Scientists believe these 
are caused by heavy radiation 
particles impacting either the 
visual centers of the brain or 
the retinas of their eyes. 


Moon missions are too short 


for the astronauts to be serious- 
ly affected by the cosmic rays, 
but scientists don't know what 
the effects would be of a long- 
term flight through deep space.

Television's 
'bold year'

NEW YORK (AP) - Next 


Marchthe communications sub- 
committee (of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee will inspect 
this year's broadcasting record 
as described by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 


And the annual FCC report 


may well cover the delicate 
topic of who's been naughty or 
nice this year in network tele- 
vision—a bold year in which 
homosexuality .lesbianism, ven- 
eral disease and abortion final- 
ly took their places in the ranks 
of acceptable television story 
themes. 


Sen. John Pastore, chairman 


of the Senate subcommittee, 
says he hasn't seen any in- 
dication yet that the networks 
are using sexually oriented sto- 
ry themes just to boost rating 
points. 


"I can't spot it as yet," the 


Rhode Island Democrat said 
last week in a telephone inter- 
view from his home state, 
where he was working and res- 
ting during the Senate's post- 
election break. 


"But naturally, when I go 


back to Washington I'm going 
to have discussions with Dean 
Burch (FCCchairman) and the 
rest of the commission to find 
out their reaction to what's go- 
ing on," he said. 


What could develop when 


Pastore's subcommittee meets 
next year to begin hearings on 
the FCC's annual report? 


"Only the arousing of public 


opinion," he said. "Frankly, 
there've been some things that 


have shocked me. There have 
been four-letter words used on 
radio. Of course, they haven't 
gone that far on television. 


"They have used four-letter 


words on television, but they've 
(the networks) 'bleeped' them 
out. At least they've had the 
decency to do that. But, you 
know, someday they're not go- 
ing to do that. 


"The big question is how far 


we're going to go with this," 
Pastore said, referring to tele- 
vision's new permissiveness. 
"The only thing I can do is to 
keep it more or less in the area 
of public attention, to make the 
public know exactly what is go- 
ing on." 


He emphasized that Congress 


and the government can't by 
law "regulate programming. 
As a matter of law, we can't 
get into the area of censorship, 
and nobody cares to get into 
that." 


However, he observed, tele- 


vision "is a highly competitive 
field and, as ideas become 
shopworn, they 
(producers) 


come into something that gets 
a little bolder and bolder. 


"And then it's going to get 


more and more resque. Now 
homosexuality and lesbianism, 
I suppose, is a realism of life 
and it's amongst us. And tome 
people are very much offended 
by programs about these top- 
ics. 


"But just how they (the net- 


works) are going to handle it is 
a hard thing to say," Pastore 
mused. "I would hope that it 
doesn't get out of hand." 


Officials ore 
divided over 
gun control

That one had call-id for federal 
laws against interstate sale of 
all firearms and mandatory 
minimum sentences of 10 years 
for use of a firearm in any 
crime.

not mention gun control legisla- 
tion. The Conference of May- 
ors, however, called in June for 
national legislation against the 
manufacture, importation, sale 
and private possession of hand- 
guns except by law enforce- 
Galley makes plea 
for his freedom

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


Lt. William L. Galley Jr., who 
has spent much of the last 19 
months in the home that is his 
prison, playing with pets and 
puttering in the garden, has 
made a plea for clemency. 


Galley, convicted in March 


1971 of the murders of 22 Viet- 
namese civilians at My Lai, an- 
swered questions Monday from 
the three-man Army Clemency 
and Parole Board, which flew 
here from Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kan. 


The officers walked quickly 


from the red-brick apartment 
after their private session with 
Galley, which lasted nearly two 
hours. Waiting military cars 
whisked them away 
before 


newsmen could question them. 


The clemency officers were 


Lt. Col. Harvey C. Johnson, 


I C'upt. James E. Brawner and 
[Gapt. Ray V. Smith. 


The clemency board's report 


I when completed will be sent to 


the commander »t Ft. Banning 
and then will go directly to the 
Army's provost marshal gener- 
al. 


In a separate proceeding, the 


U.S. Court of Military Review 
will convene at Falls Church, 
Va., on Monday to hear a brief 
contending that Galley's court- 
martial contained at least 32 
errors of fact. It is part of the 
automatic appeal of his sen- 
tence. 


Galley, a 29-year-old platoon 


leader, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, but that term 
was later reduced to 20 years. 


After the nationwide reaction 


to Galley's conviction and sen- 
tence, President Nixon ordered 
him removed from the stockade 
at Ft. Benning and returned to 
his apartment, where is guard- 
ed continuously by a military 
policeman. 


Galley spends his days tend- 


ing pets — a beagle and a min- 
ati bird, whose raucous cries 
can be heard by neighbors — 
and puttering in his garden. He 
has few visitors now.

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Revenue-sharing: 


The key to keep city hall 
§[•!• rs open

The key to keeping the doors 


of many Arkansas city halls 
open may hinge on receipt of 
revenue-sharing checks which 
the federal government begins 
mailing Dec. 1. 


Although a Commerce De- 


partment survey claims the fi- 
nancial situation of state and 
local government throughout 
the country has improved since 
the revenue sharing Mil was in- 
troduced three years ago, many 
Arkansas mayors beg to differ. 


"Our 
financial situation has 


worsened," says Pine Bluff 
Mayor Austin Franks. "If it 
wasn't for revenue sharing we 
would have a hard time open- 
ing the doors." 


Franks' comments are gener- 


ally echoed by other mayors 
around the state. Inflation con- 
tinues to eat at the city treas- 
ury, the mayors say, and reve- 
nue-sharing funds are desper- 
ately needed. 


On the state Itvel, the finan- 


cial situation has improved. 
But Tom McRae, an aide to 
Gov. Dale Bumpers, says the 
federal funds are "certainly" 
still needed. The funds will be 
used for one-time only ex- 
penses, he said. 


The compromise bill for shar- 


ing federal revenues with states 
and local governments calls for 
distribution this calendar year 
of $18.3 million to the state of 
Arkansas and $36.7 million to 
local governmental units in the 
state. 


North Little Rock Mayor 


W.F. Laman says the cost of 
living has increased more than 
the city has been able to in- 
crease salaries. And the cost of 
labor is going up. 


"We're fighting to hold our 


own," Laman said. "In some 
areas we're slipping backward. 
We can't pay sufficient salary 
to hold people. We've lost 92 
employes through the first 10 
months of this year." 


But in many instances, rove- 


nue-sharing money will not be 
going to hire additional employ- 
es or give pay hikes. For the 
most part the federal money 
will go for capital improve- 
ments such as streets, new fire 
stations, city garages, outdoor 
recreation, and, in the caae of 
Blytheville, for a new city bus. 


Nobody knows how long the 


federal government is going to 
be giving away revenue-sharing 
dollars. The first five years of 
the program are certain. What 
happens after that is anybody's 
guess. 


At Texarkana, City Manager 


Ron Copeland says the Ar- 
kansas-side of the border city 
plans to hold the estimated 
$250,000 expected from revenue 
sharing apart from normal op- 
erating costs. 


"We're going to plan a pro- 


gram to use it outside our 
present city budget. We'll prob- 
ably use it for only capital im- 
provements or capital outlay- 
type things, we're going to do 
our best not to add personnel 
and make a dependency on this 
money," Copeland said. 


"We definitely need revenue 


sharing," said Jonesboro May- 
or Stallings. "We intend to use 
it for capital improvements- 
equipment, possibly for a new 
city shop. 


"We don't know how long 


revenue sharing will be a real- 
ity. They say it is for five 
years," Stallings said. "But it 
can change within that five 
years." 


For the general fund, many 


cities and counties hoping for 
additional general turnback 
funds from the state. 


At the recent Arkansas Mu- 


nicipal League Convention in 
Hot Springs, Blytheville Mayor 
Tom Little, newly-elected presi- 
dent of the league, called on 
the cities and counties to work 
together to form a united front 
to the legislature to get addi- 
tional state revenue. 


Little said one of the main 


objectives for the Mayors Asso- 
ciation and Municipal League 
this year will be an attempt to 
get the legislature to provide 4 
per cent of the state's general 
revenue to the cities and 3 per 
cent to the counties. 


However, Gov. Dale Bumpers 


has said he is not in favor of 
the proposal to allot seven per 
cent of the state's revenue to 
cities and counties. 


The three-part formula used 


in Washington for handing out 
revenue sharing funds is based 
on population, the income level 
of the city and the tax effort 
within the city. 


"As I understand the for- 


mula," Uttle said, "the tax 
base was one of three cate- 
gories. We are, and have been, 
at our maximum tax base for 
years and years. We not only 
need revenue sharing but also 
more general fund turnback 
from the state." 


Little said he hopes to get a 


good reception from the legisla- 
ture on the city-county fund 
idea. 


He said the state's growth 


has to be attributed to the jobs 
the cities are doing, and "if Ar- 
kansas is to continue to grow 
the cities have to be in a finan- 
cial condition to attract people 
and give the services the 
people demand." 


No local officials give any 


hope that revenue sharing will 
bring enough financial relief for 
the municipalities to consider a 
local tax cut. 


Most say they're afraid to cut 


taxes because, again, there is 
no guarantee of continued reve- 
nue-charing funds after five 
years. 


And since revenue-sharing 


dollars are doled out partly in 
proportion to the local tax ef- 
fort, any decrease in taxes 
would seemingly create a sub- 
sequent decrease in revenue- 
sharing funds. 


"There is no possibility of a 


tax cut," Copeland said. "If 
you cut taxes you would in ef- 
fect be cutting your revenue 
sharing." 


Copeland said the categories 


for revenue sharing use are so 
general "you can use it for 
about anything you want."

Romney, a former presMent 


of American Motors and once 
governor of Michigan, said nei- 
ther Nixon nor Sen. George 
McGovern. had approached the 
real issues during the preside* 
Ual campaign. 


He defined the real issues as 


the proDkms of the cities, the 
excessive concentration of un- 
ion and corporate power and 
the expansion of the federal 
government. 


As yet, only the rough out- 


lines are visible of Romney's 
plans for reforming the federal 
government from the outside. 


Private citisens will gather 


information designed to lead 
government to public solutions 
of problems. 


"Such a body of truth seekers 


and 
communicators could 


create an enlightened elec- 
torate so that the parties and 
their candidates would find it to 
their advantage to seek voter 
support on the basis of the real 
issues rather than appealing to 
public and frequently super- 
ficial concerns of the moment," 
he said. 


Romney was the first high- 


ranking Nixon administration 
official to resign since the Pres- 
ident began working on organ- 
izing and staffing his second 
term. 


He had, however, indicated 


as early as last August his 
plans to leave, though not until 
after the Nov. 7 election. 


Koinney's frequently open un- 


happiness in his role as Cabinet 
officer stems in part from his 
success as the man who put 
new life into American Motors 
and as the innovative governor 
of one of the most populous 
states. 


Romney has always been 


happiest and most effective 
when he has been the boss with 
a responsibility only to himself 
or his constituents. 


Romney was once a mis- 


sionary for The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints (Morman) and remains 
a devout member.

U.S. to ••nd 
Bangladesh 
more food

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has agreed to 
send Bangladesh an additional 
100,000 tons of wheat in re- 
sponse to an urgent appeal 
from the United Nations. That 
lifts the total of American 
grant aid to former East Paki- 
stan this year to $320 million. 


This country has supplied 


one-third of approximately $925 
million in assistance from some 
28 nations to the international 
relief and rehabilitation effort 
for Bangladesh, according to C. 
Herbert Rees, director of South 
Asian affairs for the U.S. Agen- 
cy for International Develop- 
ment. 


Rees said the food prospects 


for Bangladesh in the period 
immediately ahead are gloomy. 
The current winter crop is like- 
ly to be poor because of an un- 
favorable monsoon. He said a 
U.N. Team estimates that, In 
all probability, the Bangladesh 
crop may run and one-half mil- 


lion tons below the highest crop 
on record. 


Next to the United States, In- 


dia has been the greatest con- 
tributor to Bangladesh, with 
more than $250 million altoted 
this year. But India did not an- 
ticipate that a bad monsoon 
there would result in a DMT 
crop that will bring India's pro- 
duction far below Its record M 
million tons of two years ago. 


Rees said India's stock of 


nine and one-half million tons 
of food grains has been reduced 
to half that figure and Is declin- 
ing. He predicted that India 
will be in the world market for 
food grains. 


Rees returned recently from 


his fourth inspection trip to 
Bangladesh this year. He said 
its government officials and 
leaders fully understand they 
could not have survived without 
the aid the United States has 
provided this year.

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Accidental 
bomb drop 
kills 19

SAIGON (AP) - Half a doe- 


en American planes supporting 
South Vietnamese troops acci- 
dentally dropped several 900- 
pound bombs on a populated 
area south of Da Nang Monday, 
killing 19 civilians and wound- 
ing 29, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today. 


Field reports said about 10 


bombs fell iff the area 2tt miles 
west of the provincial capital of 
Hoi An and about 15 mites 
south of Da Nang. 


"The cause of the accident is 


not known at this time," the 
U.S. Command said. "An inves- 
tigation is being conducted." 


The Command aid two U.S. 


Air Force F4 Phantoms and 
four Corsairs from the 7th 
Fleet carriers were Involved. 


It was one of the worst such 


incidents reported in several 
months. 


The Command said it had no 


other details immediately avail- 
able. 


Meanwhile, North Vietnam- 


ese force? kept up their heavy 
artillery attacks on South Viet- 
namese troops trying to broad- 
en their area of control in 
Quang Tri province, Just below 
the demilitarised cone. 


The Saigon command report- 


ed another 600-round barrage 
against South Vietnamese ma- 
rines who have advanced to 
within a mile of the Cua Viet 
Estuary. The command said 31 
marines have been killed and 
161 wounded.

Mass fronslf systems should not 
'raid' federal highway affocafions 


PHOENIX, Aril. (AP) - 


Funding for mass transit sys- 
tems should not be dependent 
on raiding federal highway allo- 
cations, says the outgoing pres- 
ident of the American Associ- 
ation of State Highway Offi- 
cifils. 


J. C. Dingwall, addressing an 


annual conference session Mon- 
day, said state highway offi- 
cials do not oppose mass tran- 
sit but are "unwilling to sacri- 
fice federal highway funds to 
pay for it." 


"With respect to mass tran- 


sit, let us not sit back with a 
'dog in the manger' attitude, 
but let us cooperate and assist 


where we can," he said. 


Dingwall, who also is state 


highway engineer in Texas, 
said state road officials can 
lend valuable transportation 
knowhow to advocates of mass 
transit and still "hold out for 
the santity of the federal High- 
way Trust Fund." 


"If it's a trust fund that mass 


transit needs," he said, "I say 
let's help them get it but with 
the understanding that they 
stop trying to break up ours." 


Legislation was introduced in 


Congress this year to allow 
highway trust funds to be used 
for mass transit acquisitions 
and construction but was de- 


feated. 


Dingwall said the highway 


trust fund held $6.7 billion last 
year. Congress appropriated 
|600 million in fiscal 1971 and 
another $900 million last year 
but the administration im- 
pounded a third of the total. 


Dingwall said highway offi- 


cials must be "innovative" in 
solving the transportation needs 
of city dwellers. 


One scheme to increase the 


mobility of the aged, the infirm 
and the poor, he said, might be 
to issue federal transportation 
coupons redeemable for taxi 
service in the same way as 
food stamps. 


Dingwall demanded "self- 


serving hands of guerrillas" 
and the "protest subculture" in 
America for attacks on the 
highway program. He added 
that such "emotional attacks" 
are subsiding.
